SUMMGRE 
The 1976-77 budget is again 


financially balanced without the use 
of am ad valorem property tax. 
However, the long range capital 
needs of. the community such as 
drainage facilities, park develop- 
ment and maintenance recreation, 
civig.¢efiter needs and major street 
civig-egpter including _ street- 
scapes, have not been addressed. A 
separate report covering. these long 
term capital improvements will be 
submitted under separate cover. 


Yorba Linda has existed for over 
eight years, since its 
in 1967, without a property tax; 
however, increased costs, inflation, 
the necessity of expanding services 
due to growth. and a declining 
General Fund as-well as Total Fund 
reserve balances have finally caught 
up with us. 

In particular, the Total Fund 
Reserve Balance by June 30, 1977 
will have declined to a drastic low of 
$491,337 which represents only 14% 
of all monies. Consistent with our 
previous years recommendations 
the total reserve balance should be 
maintained at a minimum of 25% 
which would be $900,540. There- 
fore, our fund balance will have 
decreased by $409,203. 

In prior years we have had no 
hesitation in stating that the 
financial condition of the City was 
sound. However, this year we 
approach the subject with extreme 


caution and with due regard for . 
sound fiscal 

Whiie the City appears to be on 
good fiscal. footing, revenue 
increases are declining, costs are 
increasing and most importantly, 


reserve balances are being deplet- © 


ed. A strained total fund balance 


(below 25%) will result in cash flow ” 
problems which in turn will result in , 
the necessity to supplement city 


funds with temporary borrowing.: 
In view of the foregoing, and with 


particular emphasis based upon , 


declining reserve balances, the 
decrease in expected revenues, and 
the demand for services, the 


establishment of a City ad valorem ~ 


property tax is recommended. It is 
further recommended that such tax 
be established at the rate of $1.00 
per $100 of assessed valuation. 
REVENUES 

The 1976-77 budget forecasts total 
revenues in the amount of 


$3,602,161 of which $1,665,390 is 

available for General Fund use and 

therefore available for any munici- 
pal purpose. 

Of the $3,602,161, $1,946,771 is 
classified as restricted funds, and as 
such may be used for specific 
purposes set forth in either* State 
Federal or local statutes. Examples 
of restricted funds are Gas Tax, 
Master Plan of Drainage, Park-in- 
Lieu and Revenue Sharing, 

The General Fund revenues for 
1976-77 reflect an increase of 5.1% 
over the revised estimates for 

* 1975-76. This represents the lowest 
projected increase in the last 5 
years. The average actual increase 
over the past 3 years has been 9%. 

Construction related fees conti- 
nue as the major source of income in 
the General Fund representing 
approximately 30%. These reve- 
nues are projected based upon the 
anticipated construction of approx- 


imately 450 single fainily residences 
during the :76-77- fiscal year. 

The newly annexed territories to 
the east are not anticipated to be a 
major source of revenues during the 
next year. During the 1977-78 fiscal 
yeat, substantial ‘construction is 
foreseen in the eastern sector. 

However, this ‘tiew growth must 
be off-set by the fact that the current 
city area*is expected to be built to 
capacity; therefore, the revenue 
projections based upon construction 
activity will probably remain 
constant at 30% during 1977-78 as 
compared to the four prior fiscal 
years. 

Therefore, it is recommended that 
the City review its fee structures and 
increase them consistent with other 
Orange County Cities. 
EXPENDITURES 

The proposed budget makes no 
request for additional personnel or 
services other than a continuation of

The General Fund sppripristion 
is $1,355,917 which represents an 
increase of only 2.6% over the 
revised estimates of General Fund 
Expenditures of 1975-76. Restricted 
fund expenditures total $1,754,907 
which represents 56% of the total 
budget.

The City of Brea is proposing a 
1976-77 Contract for law enforce- 
ment services in the amount of 
$463,014. The proposed budget 
reflects an estimated amount of

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Whether the schools of Yorba 
Linda will ever merge with those of 
the Placentia Unified School 
District, will be decided in the very 


near future, it was indicated here 
Monday night. 
Speaking as the one strong 


supporter of the merger, PUSD 
Board of Trustees vice president 
John Balducci, presiding over the 
Monday night board meeting, 
pressed for an immediate PUSD 
staff position paper on the 
annexation. 

He was overruled, however, by 
other members of the board, who 
expressed the opinion that the 
Fullerton Union High School Board 
(which serves Yorba Linda in a high 
school capacity) might take some 
kind of action at their Tuesday night 
meeting, making any further 
conversation on the topic impracti- 
cal. 

Balducci also furthered interest in 
pursuing special legislation from the 
staté which might solve the financial 
problems in the complex triangle 
merger. 

Discouraging other PUSD trus- 
tees was a PUSD staff document in 
which Superintendent of Schools, 
John O. Tynes outlined some of the 
problems that might have to be 
surmounted in effecting such a 
merger. 

The plan is for the Yorba Linda 
District to join the PUSD and leave 
the Fullerton District. 

Among items listed were: 

(1) PUSD cannot afford the 
phase-in program which was a 
condition advanced both by the 
County Department of Education 
and the FUHSD staff, as it would 
have a very serious monetary effect 
upon our existing programs if we 
were to pay the difference in the cost 
of educating students which exists 
between the two districts. 

(2) To upgrade the services and 
give the support personnel to the 
Yorba Linda Elementary School 
District that now exists in the 
Placentia Unified School District 
would also be an additional cost 
which we feel we cannot afford with 
our present base revenue. 

(3) After studying the master plan 
of the Yorba Linda School District we 
feel that the cost of improving their 
plants, which would have to come 
from our general fund, would

Editorial Opinion 


Important Decision 


Yesterday (Tuesday, May 11), next Tuesday, May 18, Monday, May 24 
and whatever other days may be needed for the City Council to study and 
adopt the 1976-77 fiscal year budget may be the most important days in the 


youthful history of this city. 


Since incorporation the residents have been somewhat intoxicated with 
the fact that they have had to pay no city property tax. But that feeling of 


elation may be at an end. 


In his budget presentation to the City Council, City Administrator Art 
Simonian recommended, in view of the city’s financial situation, the 
imposition of a $1 per $100 of assessed valuation property tax. (For details 
see the budget message article on Page 1 of this edition). 

A check with the County Assessor, which many people have made to 
determine the impact on them, reveals a total assessment on local property 
of $67,363,720. Ona home with a market value of $40,000 and assessed at 
25% of that figure the city tax would amount to an additional $100 per 


property. 


But, the average market value of a residence is $68,000 so the new tax 
would be well in excess of $100. And the levying of a local tax would almost 
certainly bring the tax assessors into the community to make a new 


evaluation. 


The impact on residential home owners could be lessened were the 
attitude towards acquiring new businesses be relaxed by the local 
governmental agencies. The fierce determination of officials to retain the 
semi-rural atmosphere is discouraging to prospective business ventures on 


both a large and small scale. 


It must be pointed out, however, that that attitude by officials has the 
support of the public as evidenced by the people who are elected and 


appointed to office. 


Even if the city property tax were not to be imposed to meet current fiscal 
problems it will be necessary eventually to meet the demands of the future. 
Those demands are going to multiply rapidly when development occurs in 
newly annexed areas in the east and north portions of Yorba Linda. 

Each and every service the city offers to residents is going to be strained if 
preparations are not made immediately to meet the demands that will be 


placed upon them. 


Every individual property owner could and should attend the next two 
public City Council budget study sessions to help their elected officials 
decide if this important step need or need not be taken.

In addition we are in the process of 
negotiation with the Brea Police 
Department and will submit to the 
Council, under separate cover, a 
copy of the proposal as well as an 
analysis. 

The proposed contract of $463,014 
includes all current services and 
does not include any new or 
increased levels of service. 
PUBLIC WORKS 

The creation of the Yorba Linda 
Public Works Department and 
Landscape Maintenance Division 
has resulted in major costs savings 
as well as the accomplishment of 
many major maintenance items. 

The use of CETA personnel has 
greatly aided in keeping costs down 
as well as allowing the City to 
provide landscape maintenance at a 
cost lower than if provided on a 
contractual basis. 

This program is continually being 
monitored for additional cost 
savings such as joint use of 
equipment with other agencies. 
PARKS AND RECREATION 

The Recreation budget is $44,980 
and represents a continuation of the 
same level of service as in prior 
years. Part-time City employees 
coupled with contractual programs 
continue to keep costs low. 

There is an anticipated cost 
increase of approximately $4,000 
due to a ruling from the Yorba Linda 
Elementary School District stating 
that they must charge rent for use of 
their buildings when the City 
charges participants in its pro- 
grams. In this regard, it is 
recommended that the City increase 
its fees by $.50 per participant to 
cover the increased cost. 

When the Council established the 
Parks and Recreation Commission 
they were advised that additional 
staffing was necessary. No addition- 
al personnel is recommended this 
year and therefore it is suggested 
that the Commission not be 


constituted until funds are available * 


for staffing. 

The Capital Improvements ac- 
count appropriates $508,000 for a 
continuation of the City’s park and 
recreation acquisition and develop- 
ment program. Numerous policy 
alterations are available and we are 
recommending as first priority a 


continuation of park land acquisition 
as detailed in this account. This 
approach is consistent with existing 
Council policy. 

Funds necessary to accomplish 
the Capital Improvement Program 
result from restricted funds such as 
Park-in-Lieu, Revenue Sharing and 
grants. However, $17,951 has been 
appropriated from the General Fund 
due to lack of funds in the 
aforementioned accounts. 
RESTRICTED FUNDS 

This category represents those 
funds which, by law, may be 
expended for only _ specified 
programs. 

The Special Gas Tax reserves 
have been increased over the past 
two years and as of June 30, 1976 
will have $284,688. This, plus the 
estimated revenue for 1976-77 of 
$236,906 totals $520,688 available 
for street construction, mainten- 
ance, as well as AHFP projects. In 
addition $40,000 is appropriated for 
Main Street beautification. 

A number of Master Plan of 
Drainage projects are proposed. 
These projects are listed in priority 
order and total $254,618 including 
committments on reimbursement 
agreements. 

A thorough evaluation of this fund 
was conducted with the Public 
Works Director, and it is 
recommended that no new reim- 
bursement agreements be entered 
into by the City due to lack of future 
funds. Projections also indicated 
that this fund is likely to be in deficit 
within two to three years. 
CONCLUSION 

The proposed budget for 1976-77 
was constructed with programs and 
expenditures being consistent with 
policies as set forth by the Council. 
The budget is designed to be flexible 
in order to allow the City Council to 
establish those policies, priorities, 
and programs it deems appropriate 
for the 1976-77 fiscal year. 

Alternatives with relation to the 
increase or decrease in services, 
personnel, and the ad valoren 
property tax will be evaluated and 
discussed with the Council at the 
study sessions.
